He was 
notable especially for the 
introduction of sweeping 
reforms as the merit sys- 
tem and the pardon and 
parole boards. 

A number of friends of 
Dixon have thus allied 
themselves in a state-wide 
organization for the pur- 
pose of preserving his 
memory and at the same 
time, of perpetuating his 
name as an advocate of 
strong and decent state 
government.

Mark Wilmer, attorney 
for the newspapers, argued 
that the newspapers’ right 
to report the trial was 
guaranteed in both the U.S. 
and Arizona constitutions, 
and that in issuing the 
show-cause order, Judge 
Thurman exceeded his 
jurisdiction. 

“I find no case which 
says the court can do what 
the court did do in this 
case,’’ Wilmer said. 

It was during the trial 
of Donald Chambers last 
month that Judge Thurman 
ordered Prime, only re- 
porter present, not to re- 
port details of a ruling on 
a writ of habeas corpus 
hearing held in open court. 
Thurman lafer extended the 
ban to all the press, 

Two days after Judge 
Thurman denied the habeas 
corpus motion, Chambers 
suddenly halted his trial to 
change his plea to guilty. 
He later was sentenced to 
life imprisonment, 

The Phoenix news- 
papers, Wilmer said, were 
merely reporting matters 
in open court, which the 
newspapers considered 
their right-and he cited a 
U.S, Supreme Court decis- 
ion in which public trials 
were held to be public mat- 
ters and that newspapers 
have a right to publish 
these happenings.

BLOCKING JOB CREATION 


Private industry has been urged by the Federal 
Government to help solve the economic problems 
of Appalachia, Yet, when a private company an- 
nounces a multi-million dollar construction project 
that would create thousands of jobs and accelerate 
the progress of a wide area, what happens? A fed- 
eral department tries to block the project. 


The Duke Power Company filed an application 
last January with the Federal Power Commission 
for a vast steam and hydro-power complex in the 
western tip of South Carolina, Eventually it would 
cost $700 million, bring an estimated $18 million 
into state and local treasuries, and add some $24 
million to federal tax revenues. The entire project 
would be financed with private funds; not one cent 
would be required of taxpayers. 


Now the Department of the Interior has come 
forward with a petition to the FPC to compel Duke 
to purchase its future energy requirements from 
federal power projects. Where would the federal 
power come from? It would be generated at a pro- 
posed hydro plant to be built with nearly $100 
million of the taxpayers’ money at a site which 
would take 23,000 acres of land off local tax rolls, 


In addition to generating power, the private 
enterprise project planned by Duke would provide 
water supply, recreation facilities, and flood con- 
trol. The federal projects would not,

For those who like it, the 
Great Society may be worth 
every penny it is costing, For 
those who oppose it, any price 
is too high, The trouble is that 
both sides of the argument usua- 
lly have no idea just what the 
tab will come to, The facts 
are interesting, no matter how 
you look at it, 

This year’s administrative 
budget - and this {s consider- 
ably smaller than the sum total 
of the Treasury’s total expen- 
ditures - was announced at 
under $100 billion by President 
Johnson, However, the best 
estimates as of now are that 
by the end of the fiscal year, 
on July 1, 1966, the Adminis- 
tration will have gone at least 
$10 billion over what was bud- 
geted, This will give the Trea- 
sury one of the biggest peace- 
time deficits in history. 

Only part of this can be 
dumped in the Great Soctlety’s 
lap, After all, close to $50 
billion, and other programs be- 
gun by previous Adminis- 
trations, 

Great Society prograins, for 
which the American taxpayers

‘ out-of-town ac- 
qcounts welcomed 
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Courtesy 
Program Added 


A new program, de- 
signed to emphasize the 
importance of courtesy and 
helpfulness to out of state 
visitors, has been added to 
the course at the Alabama 
police Academy, Governor 
George C, Wallace announ- 
ced recently. 

The program, worked 
out by Public Safety Di- 
rector C, W, (Bill) Russell 
and Ed Wing, director of the 
Bureau of Publicity and In- 
formation, will feature one 
hour of instruction during 
each of the retraining ses- 
sions for state troopers. 

“The troopers are, in 
many instances, the first 
representatives ofthe state 
that a visitor to Alabama 
comes in contact with. We 
constantly receive letters 
from motorists telling us 
about the troopers’ out- 
standing help in time of 
need, and we are institut- 
ing this new program to 
further emphasize how im- 
portant it is to help these 
people and make a good 
impression onthem,’’ Gov- 
ernor Wallace said. 

The one hour lecture by 
Ewing will emphasize the 
economic potential of pur- 
suading visitors to stay in 
the state for a longer period 
of time. It will stress the 
importance of- courtesy, 
and will educate the 
troopers as to what bro- 
chures, maps and other 
aids for travelers are 
available to them for dis- 
tribution.

The World 
Of Paper 


This year the world is

China’s Bid 

Political observers in Wash- 
ington fear that unless the 
United States puts its foot down 
firmly, Red China will be ad- 
mitted to the United Nations 
next year, Should this happen, 
it is argued, the U, S, will 
lose whatever effectiveness it 
has today, 

So far, the opposition to 
Chinese Communist admission 
to the U, N, has been prevented 
by the steadfast opposition of 
‘a majority of senators and re- 
presentatives - backed by the 


overwhelming will of the 
American people, Informed 
sources at the U, N, report 


that the State Department has, 
however, dragged its feet as 
much as it safely can, This 
has encouraged the Communist 
and Afro-Asian blocs to puch 
all the harder to bring the 
Chinese Reds into what was 
planned as a organization of 
peaceful states, 

The refusal ofFrance, the 
Soviet Union, and a number of 
small states to pay their dues 
and assessments to the U, N, 
have made trouble enough, So 
far, the United States is picking 
up most of their bills - and 
allowing them tocontinueto cast 
their votes at General Assembly 
meeting, though this is in vio- 
lation of the U, N, Charter, 

If Red China is admitted, it 


_ will mean that the legitimate 


and pro-democratic Free China 
on Formosa will be forced out, 
Since this will be contrary 
to the provisions of the Charter, 
it will further contribute to the 
spirit of lawlessness which the 
U, N, was set up to counter, 

There is general agreement 
among political observers that 
the campaign for Red China’s 
admission would come to an 
abrupt end if the United States 
made it clear that 1) it would 
demand the disqualification of 
all countries deliquent in their 
payments to the U. N., and 
2) that foreign aid would be 
cut off to those voting with 
the Reds, But this will not 
come about without mass pres- 
sure from the American people,

THE SOVIET ‘WALK IN 
SPACE’ HOAX OF THE 
WORLD'S PEOPLE 


Lloyd Mallan, one of the 
nation’s top science writers, 
has reported that the Soviet 
‘walk in space’ was another big 
hoax, To prove his point, Mal- 
lan consulted some of the fore- 
most space and photography 
experts, running for them the 
official Kremlin films of the 
Communist ‘achievement,’ 
This story, which should have 
made page one of the big city 
press, was generally sup- 
pressed, 

Writing in Science and Me- 
chanics, Mallan reported out 
that the photos of Cosmonaut 
Leonoy crawling out of the space 
capsule were taken from out in 
Space, with the camera pointed 
head on, No one else was out 
in space, and the Soviets them- 
selves reported that the only 
pictures of this ‘feat’ had 
been taken by a camera which 
Leonoy himself attached to the

Right-to-Work Statistics 


HERE must be some advan- 

tage in the right-to-work laws 
which have been in force for 19 
states. During 
the decade end- 
| ing in 1963, the 
number of non- 
agricultural em- 
ployees in the 
right to work 
states increased 
23.3%, as com- 
pared with only 
9% in the non- 
right - to - work 
states, During 
the decade end- 
ing in 1962 capi- 
tal expenditures 
in the right-to-work states in- 
creased 37.1% as compared with 
27.2% in the non-right-to-work 
states. 

During approximately the same 
period per capita personal income 
rose to 43.7% in the right-to-work 
states, as compared with 35.4% 
in the non-right-to-work states. 
During the same period the 
hourly earnings of manufactur- 
ing workers rose 46.7% in the 
right-to-work states as compared 
with 41.5% in the non-right-to- 
work states. 

From 1953 to 1962 the value 
added by manufacturing in- 
creased 73.8% in the right-to- 
work states, as compared with 
41.5% in the non-right-to-work 
states. During the decade ending 
in 1965, the average weekly earn- 
ings of production workers in- 
creased 46.8% in the right-to- 
work states as compared with 
42.8% in the non-right-to-work 
states. Between 1959 and 1964, 
personal income in the right-to- 
work states rose 32.5% as com- 
pared with 25.5% in the non- 
right-to-work states. 

Unemployment for 1964 as 
the percentage of the total work- 
ing force was 4% in the right-to- 
work states, as compared with 
5% in the non-right-to-work 
states. During the years 1953- 
1964, bank deposits increased 
69.4% in the right-to-work states, 
as compared with 63.5% in the 
non-right-to-work states. Most of 
these statistics appear in infor- 
mation issued by the Department 
of Commerce, the Department of 
the Treasury, and the Depart- 
ment of Labor.

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WHY DO BABIES CRY? 


The healthy baby cries 
in response to aneed, Baby 
is hungry, too hot, toocold, 
or uncomfortably in need of 
a change. The reason for 
crying in an infant can often 
be guessed from the rhythm 
and the character of the 
sound, 

A recent study was made 
of the crying habits of a 


group of normal babies in 
families where there was 
no obvious tension or dis- 
turbance, The infants cried 
on an average two and a 
half hours a day inthe first 
seven weeks, withless each 
week thereafter. 

The report showed that 
all babies cry for exercise 
and need a time for letting 
off steam, so tb speak. 
Crying begins to be dif- 
ferentiated soon _ after 
birth, and mothers soon 
learn to interpret the sound 
and to respond to whatever 
is needed. As these de- 
mands are met, crying be- 
comes more purposeful; 
and the infant expects a 
response as he cries for 
the mothering that will re- 
lieve his condition, 

Aside from _ physical 
wants, babies are sensitive 
to what goes on around them 
and reflect this in their 
crying, The normal crying 
of an infant may be com- 
pounded by environmental 
tensions, and it has been 


found that the evening 
hours usually promote 
irritation, Father is at 


home and receiving some of 
the attention. Other chil- 
dren are demanding the 
mother’s time, and mother 
is more fatigued from a 
long day of activities. The 
beby’s crying at this time 
is difficult to stand, and 
mother’s unconscious re- 
sentment often is trans- 


mitted to the baby which 
results in more crying, 

If the baby’s physical 
and emotional needs are 
met and there is no abe 
normal tension inthe home, 
the crying periods gradu- 
ally diminish, 

Most pediatricians feel 
that a certain amount of 
crying is necessary.

One is by the eating of substances 
which are naturally poisonous, 
such as mushrooms of certair 
varieties, and the bulbs of some 
garden flowers which have been 
known to be consumed in place 


of onions. Such food poisoning 
is readily prevented by the simple 
expedient of not eating wild 


mushrooms, and by keeping gar- 
den bulbs out of the kitchen. 


Also Non-Food Poisons 


Another way in which food can 
be poisoned is by the accidental 
introduction of poisonous sub- 
stances into food during its pre- 
paration. This can happen When- 
ever poisonous substances are 
stored in close contact with edible 
ones.

Pay Your 
Poll Tax Today 


February 1 is the dead- 
line for paying the polltax, 
War veterans and patients 
in Veteran’s hospitals are 
exempt from the tax, as 
well as disabled and blind 
and all persons 45 or older 
as of last October 1, 

The tax is $1.50 a year, 
Persons who are delinquent 
can catch up by paying $3, 
no mater how many years 
they failed to pay it. The 
poll tax has been knocked 
out by constitutional a- 
mendment as far as federal 
elections are concerned, 
though Alabama retains it 
for state and local contests. 

In the last election se- 
parate ballots were fur- 
nished so persons who had 
failed to pay the tax could 
vote for candidates for fed- 
eral office. 

This is an election year 
and it is important that 
everyone pay poll taxes in 
order to be eligible to vote 
in the state and county 
elections during the year, 

Be sure to pay your 
poll tax by February lst 
and if in doubt as to whe- 
ther or not you have paid, 
call the Tax Collector’s 
office and ask them, They 
will be glad to check for 
you, according to Tax 
Collector, James Sawyer.

within the city limits and 
would, with minor exten- 
sions, be capable of sup- 
porting the anticipated ex- 
pansion of Elba for the next 
40 years, according to the 
engineer report. 


The Water. and Electric 
Board members each have 
a segment of the system 
or technicalities to check 
out thoroughly and when 
each has compiled his in- 
formation, another meeting 
will be called and possi- 
bly some decision can be 
reached on this project. 


Many people realize the 
necessity of updating 
Elba’s sewer system and 
are looking to this boardto 
find a way that is adequate 
and at the same time will 
not strain the finances to 
the point that Elba’samaz- 
ing progress willbe slowed 
or stopped.
